THAT THERE are ample grounds for the predic- 
tion that the supply of iron ore will soon be entirely 
or practically exhausted seems to be amply borne out 
by investigation. Great Britain, whose supply was 
thought to. be practically inexhaustible a century ago, 
is importing almost all of its raw product at the pres- 
ent time. The supply from the Mediterranean can 
not endure for many decades and the same condition 
exists in the ore districts of Central Europe. The 
belief is general that these mines will give out within 
the next century. There are rich veins in Scandi- 
navia, France and Belgium, but it is evident that if 
new uses for iron ore increase in the future as they 
have in the past, European sources can not be ex- 
pected to supply the demand. The central section of 
the Mississippi Valley between the Alleghenies and 
the great waterway, reaching south as far as the 
Mason and Dixon line or a little below, and bounded 
on the North by the Hudson Bay, is perhaps the rich- 
est in the world, with the exception of certain parts 
of northern China. There is a great question, how- 
ever, whether even these fertile beds will supply the 
seemingly insatiable demand of the iron century. 








Peruaps the bitterest medicine handed out by the 
retail catalogue houses to the legitimate retail dealer 
is the acquisition by the former of the 
desirable, cash business and the rele- 
gation to the latter of the credit or- 
ders. The farmer sends his ready money 
to the large cities and gives notes to the local dealer 
when he is short of cash. The system has been de- 
nunciated and various remedies have been proposed, 
tried and then found wanting. A new scheme has 
been proposed by retail dealers in Wisconsin, which 
has some elements promising success. According to 
the new plan credit is absolutely refused those cus- 
tomers who deal with the catalogue houses. A con- 
certed agreement has been made by retailers in more

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than one town whereby the evil brought about by 
farmers dealing with the catalogue houses when they 
have money, and the legitimate dealers when the) 
have none, will be abrogated. 

The old saw “an eye for an eye, and a tooth for 
a tooth’ is meritorious when it comes to business. 
The business man who receives a slap on one cheek 
and then profers the other is very apt to find him- 
self not only without cheeks of any kind, but with- 
out the wherewithal to grow new ones. When a per- 
son is attacked, aggressive action should and must be 
taken by the one beseiged. The retail catalogue 
houseS have made serious inroads in the legitimate 
dealer’s business, and unless measures are taken to 
stop the breach, the entire fortress is liable to fall. 

The action of the Wisconsin dealers is radical, but 
it seems to be wise. The injustice of sending cash 
to develop alien establishments, placing the local com- 
mercial institutions in jeopardy, is clearly recognized 
by the perpetrators. If the dealers continue to allow 
themselves to be the victims of this injurious system, 
they are liable to be classified as “easy.”” An announce- 
ment to the effect that credit will not be extended to 
the patrons of the retail catalogue houses might create 
a little surprise at first, and perhaps some indignation, 
but the justice of the edict will undoubtedly bring 
about a higher respect for the dealer and more orders 
for his clerks. 


THE CARDINAL sin of the retail hardware trade is 
usually said to be the unprogressiveness of !ts mem- 
bers. Satisfaction with the day's re- 
Progressive- ceipts, a genial complacency regarding 
ness. the affairs of to-morrow and a general 
tendency to take the world as it is, and 
one’s whole environment as the Infinite made it, is said 
to pervade the trade as a whole. We are not inclined 
to go that far. We do feel that perhaps eighty per 
cent of the members of the craft are up-to-date, ambi- 
tious and discontented with the present methods. 
Eighty per cent are on the qui vive for more busi- 
ness, and the ways and means by which more busi- 
ness can be acquired. 

A person with his eyes open must realize, however, 
that about a fifth of the hardware dealers and tin- 
ners in the country are not alive to their opportuni- 
ties. In response to questioning, this one-fifth will 
say: “We have all the business we can possibly take 
care of. We wouldn’t take any more if it came. Con- 
ditions are good, in fact hard times never affect us 
in the slightest.” 

“But could you not expand? Can you not add an- 
other department? Can’t you take up furnaces, make 
more of your tinshop, or string a few electric bells?” 

“Oh ves, we could, we could very well; but, don't 
you know, I am working hard enough as it is, and | 
feel as though it were time to take a rest, instead of 
increasing the burden. I am making a comfortable 
living at the present time; my wife and children are 
happy. Why in Heaven’s name would I attempt to 
outrockefeller Rockefeller? I know when I’ve got 
enough.” 

The trouble with dealers of this kind is their stand- 
point with regard to this world’s goods. Their vision 
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is affected with stigmatism. Instead of analyzing life, 
and determining what they were living for, and ¢on- 
tinuing according to that line without faltering, and 
without letting up in their efforts, they drift along 
with the current, unconscious of their destiny or pur- 
pose in life. Not realizing that happiness is not to be 
sought or obtained during our existence on this earth, 
a few persist in making happiness their summun bo- 
num, the purpose of their life. 

On the contrary, the summun bonum, the purpose 
for our existence, is constant and unmitigated improve- 
ment—improvement morally, physically and mentally 
—improvement in intelligence, in physical attractive- 
ness, in physical, mental and moral strength, in moral 
courage and in will power. Billions of creatures have 
lived and died to bring us to our present stage of 
development. Billions of men will live and die to 
carry us still higher. It is not for us to hinder this 
immense work by seeking to please our ownselves, 
especially when that pleasure is a visionary nonentity. 

The hardware dealer who feels contented with the 
amount of work accomplished toward the real pur- 
pose of his life, is a hindrance rather than a blessing 
to the rest of humanity. He is a drag on the wheel 
of progress. Men should realize that as they improve 
themselves, as they improve their business, their en- 
vironment, their children, as they raise the standard 
of living, the standard of beauty, the standard of in- 
telligence or the standard of morality—just as they do 
all this, so are they improving the world, and them- 
selves along with it. 

Expansion, aggrandizement and development are al- 
ways in order if the moment is opportune and the re- 
sources sufficient. If the leisure of the proprietor is 
rather limited, if another department can not be added 
because the proprietor can not take on more work, 
it does not require an oracle to advise him to hire a 
trustworthy employe. If he has one or several, let him 
hire two or three additional ones. If his shop is too 
small, let him use the wood-shed, or move to the 
junction of the two main thoroughfares. Such de- 
velopments are signs of improvement. They are to 
be encouraged and welcomed; not avoided and 
frowned upon. Ambition, enthusiasm and the idealiz- 
ation of the child should be cherished in old age as 
in youthfulness. They should lead their possessor 
on to greater efforts and to greater successes until 
mental and physical effort is impossible. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

A young man, who had been reading novels since 
the age of fifteen, becoming dissatisfied with the un- 
realties of the conventional romance, decided to branch 
out on his own hook with an original method. He 
practiced up shorthand, until he could take a hundred 
and twenty-five words a minute; then after weaving 
the thread of a prospective novel, he commenced a 
course of dinners, parties, dances and seances. Hid- 
ing himself in the butler’s pantry at some of the 
most brilliant twenty-course dinners, he took down 
every word of the conversation. From behind a bush 
near the dance hall, he strained his ears to overhear 
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the conversation between sprightly dress suits and 
heaving low necks. All of these bon mots he jotted 
down in his notebook. Reams of paper were filled 
with the tush-tash of pleased mamas gathered on the 
porch of a summer hotel. 

Eventually the novel was published. It fell upon 
an entirely unsympathetic market. The book seemed 
forced, unnatural, and the writer was accused of be- 
ing unable to pleasurably express the conversations 
of mankind. The book did not seem real. 

The fact should be noted that the ordinary con- 
versation will not look well in print—that there 
is an entire difference between a good conversational- 
ist and a good writer. A good talking salesman will 
not necessarily make a good advertisement writer. 
The ordinary expressions used in selling a stove in 
fact will not do for selling it on paper. They will seem 
bald, untrue and unattractive. 

I do not mean to imply that an advertising writer 
should use stilted expressions or employ the longest 
words in the dictionary. He should write naturally, 
just as he speaks naturally, but there should be a 
distinction between the two different methods. The 
habit of writing about forty lines every day will give 
any person a graceful enough style for all practical 
purposes. The style of most people is graceful enough 
without any practice. 

One famous advertising writer said that whenever 
he set out to write an advertisement, he placed an 
imaginary prospective customer in a chair next to 
his desk. He talked directly to that person on paper, 
and answered the possible rebuttals. The system is 
all right and thoroughly advisable, but the exact words 
which a salesman uses in speaking to a natural cus- 
tomer would not do for an advertisement. The best 
advertisements are those which have one definite ob- 
ject in view and which concentrate a number of dif- 
ferent points towards the accomplishment of that ob- 
ject. The object should resemble in some respects 
the outlet of the Mississippi River. All of the dif- 
ferent branches, which go to make up this immense 
stream, should be focused upon one center. The 
greatest strength should be concentrated upon the 
end of the advertisement. Point after point, prefera- 
bly the weakest point first, should all help along the 
one object in view. Irrelevant points should be left 
out of the advertisement to be brought up in a suc- 
ceeding announcement. 

The ordinary conversation is exceedingly informal. 
An advertisement should be formal. The ordinary 
conversation is gone through without any logical se- 
quence. The advertisement should be studied up, 
and should be logical to the best of the writer’s 
ability.

The recent revelations in regard to jobber’s brands show 


one thing if nothing else. Manufacturers have been gently 
sleeping for the last twenty or thirty years, gently lulled into 
somnambulance by the tender fan of the jobbers’ coterie. 
Thus sleeping their tender nurses have gathered in force be- 
hind the breastwork practically impregnable, called jobbers’ 
brands. The situation is certainly humorous, especially the 
venomous disposition now displayed by the manufacturers 
realizing as they do that they have been caught napping. 

The jobbers’ brand has many friends especially among 
the dealers. Many of the big jobbing houses have exercised 
great care and study in the selection of the concern to do their 
work. Their output has been uniformly good, and the broad- 
est guarantees offered to the dealers have been quickly and 
pleasantly backed up by the jobber. In spite of the fact that 
the jobbers more than anybody else were influential in building 
up the catalogue houses, they saw the error of their ways in 
time and are now strongly entrenched in the retailer’s affec- 
tions. The manufacturers have been neither so far: sighted 
nor so astute. They have boldly proclaimed their rights and 
have proceeded to acquire them without regard to anybody 
else, without tact and without any attempt to pacify the re 
tailer who is suffering through catalogue house competition. 
There is little question but what dealers could be and are be- 
ing helped more by the manufacturers than by the jobbers. 
But it is hard to realize that a man is your friend when he 
comes after you with a pick-ax.

It is very pleasant for a person who tries to keep in close 
touch with the hardware world and whose very heart and soul 
are wrapped up in his hardware business to see the strong and 
aggressive manner in which your paper is attacking private 
brands. Our concern does a retail and jobbing business and 
you will note that we are from the South. Many offers have 
been made by manufacturers to fit us out with a full line of 
private brands and many promises and alluring prospects were 
held out. I will acknowledge, and only too freely, that at 
the present time it is harder to find a profit in jobbing staple 
goods than to find hair on a person’s teeth. But there is more 
than one way to remedy this evil and I do not advocate reme- 
dies which are certain to repel rather than win over those who 
can help us in rectifying the matter. By presenting the matter 
in the proper light, I have firm faith that manufacturers as a 
body will not only make certain price restrictions, but will 
see that these limits are kept. It is up to the manufacturer 
to make his goods popular both with the consuming public, 
the dealer and also with the. jobber. By creating certain 
prices at which jobbers will sell their products, the manufac- 
turer will not only do the jobber a good turn, thereby helping 
his ownself, but will also go a great way toward disabusing 
the jobbers of the private brand fallacy. 

And the private brand question is a fallacy. Jobbers in 
ordering private brands and retailers in buying them are only 
paving the way for greater competition on the part of the 
catalogue houses. Many manufacturers whose product is 
partly taken up by the retail mail order houses are decidedly 
in favor of doing away with the regular trade entirely. They 
like the retail catalogue houses and feel that their interests 
coincide. In fact, I am informed that one prominent manu- 
facturer has actually offered financial help to the promoters 
of one of these concerns recently formed. These catalogue 


As a rule we find that manufacturers and retailers are solidly opposed to their use. 


houses are a monstrous evil from any standpoint. Any meas- 
ures which tend toward their enlargement should be con- 
demned by everyone. When the dealer consents to handle 
private brands because the catalogue house with which he is 
competing handles the regular maker’s brand, he shows that 
he is not up to snuff and hasn’t the grit to stand up in what 
he considers a losing fight, but which he stands a good chance 
of winning. Catalogue house competition is a very serious 
matter, but it is far from being solved by the dealer who of- 
fers something for nothing. 

I realize that some jobbers are getting out a very su- 
perior brand, the reputation of which is rivaling that of our 
most prominent manufacturers. I understand that they are 
taking the output of one or more factories in which they have 
a controlling or partial interest. Jobbers who take the output 
of these factories and label it with their own brand are man- 
ufacturers as well as jobbers. Their case is entirely differ- 
ent from the small jobber or the large one, who buys his out- 
put from concerns in which he is not personally interested, 
and distributes them without being absolutely certain of their 
quality. The concerns which are both jobbers and manufac- 
turers are a magnificent enterprise. They hold forth prospects 
of immense establishments, manufacturing and distributing all 
products commonly classed under the heading hardware. I 
see no reason why these concerns should not label their goods 
with their own private brand, but it is certainly folly for the 
manufacturer to pave the way for future destruction by ac- 
cepting present honey. For the other jobbers stamp the wares 
which pass through their hands with a private brand, and for 
the dealer who handles such wares, I have a little sympathy 
but more of the pity that goes with a smile. 





To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I noted the communication by advertiser in a recent is- 
sue of your publication and also your reply to same. Both 
articles were very ably written, and both presented the dif- 
ferent sides to the question in a truly persuasive manner. As 
I am a manufacturer I was naturally more in sympathy with 
your reply, although I should like to say that the rebuttal 
left few holes for the private brand advocate. One matter 
of which advertiser tried to make much was the matter of 
trusts. This struck me as rather peculiar. I was glad to see 
you take a chance at this remark and ring up a bull’s eye. 
It is not only ridiculous but preposterous for any one to imply 
that present conditions hold forth the birth of trusts amongst 
the manufacturing concerns. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. Personally I know of at least two immense jobbing 
houses that control the output of three or more factories. 
These factories are in each case large institutions and taken 
together they would form one of the largest manufacturing 
plants in the whole country. It is only lately that these 
subordinate manufacturing plants have been taken over by 
the jobbers, but judging from the extreme enthusiasm which 
the movement has been accorded by the jobbers, it will not be 
long before the larger jobbers will themselves be manufactur- 
ing everything sold by them. The trust will rival the steel 
corporation. It is hard to believe that advertiser really be- 
lieved what he says about trusts in his article, the implication 
being rather that, possessed of the firm notion that private 
brands are desirable from the standpoint of the dealer, he 
tried to make the argument as plausible as possible and 

caught on every straw.

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


In preparing my report of the work accomplished during 
the past year, I have possibly been influenced by realizing that 
at this convention we would have a great many 
dealers, new members of the Association, who have never yet

attended any of our annual meetings. I have tried to make 
it as brief as possible, but if I dwell upon certain facts in 
connection with the Association work, with which a great 
many of you are familiar, I have done so for the purpose of 
explaining more fully than it is possible to do through cor- 
respondence, some of the steps which are being taken to im 
prove trade conditions. 
PERSONAL SOLICITATION. 

We have always felt that in order to be able to wield 
the influence which an organization of this kind should exer 
cise, we must enlist the support of a larger number of the 
retail hardware dealers in the state than we have enjoyed 
in the past, and consequently, immediately after our conven 
tion in Grand Rapids a year ago, this matter was given very 
serious consideration. Personal solicitation seemed to be the 
solution of the problem of getting new members, and after 
engaging two men whose efforts in this line were not very 
successful, we secured through Mr. Sperry, the assistance of 
a solicitor, Mr. Anderson, whose work has been more success 
ful than we had dared to hope. A commission basis was de- 
cided upon as the most satisfactory, and while the liberal

commission given to Mr. Anderson has enabled him to earn 
an excellent salary since the first of the year, the Association 
has been well repaid by the steady increase in our member 
ship list. 

At the time of our last convention we had 224 members 
on our list. Of these 14 have either resigned, are out of 
business or have been dropped for non-payment of dues, 
leaving 210 of our old members still with us. Thirty new 
members joined at the last convention; Mr. Anderson has 
taken 258 applications; Mr. Sperry has secured 6; Mr. Mann, 
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a solicitor who worked for a short time, 7; J. Chas. Ross, 
representing Standart Bros., 2; E. J. Morgan, Cadillac, 2; T. 
J. Mathews, of the Minnesota Insurance Co., 1; J. A- Martin, 
of the Reid Anti-Rust Manufacturing Co., 1; W. A. Kendall, 
representing Trade, 2; while as a result of correspondence 
we have taken in 27 new members by mail. This makes in 
all 329 new members and brings our membership list up to a 
total of 549, a gain of over 150 per cent since a year ago. 

I think a comparison with other states will show that the 
Michigan Association, with possibly one exception, is now, 
in proportion to the number of dealers in the state, one of 
the strongest organizations of its kind in the United States. 
It is unnecessary to dwell very long on this subject of mem- 
bership, the figures speaking for themselves, but I cannot 
refrain from commenting upon the evident desire, which has 
been shown by many of our members, to help in the work 
of increasing our list. Amongst the applications secured by 
mail, there are a great many for whom credit should be given 
to some member of the Association, at whose request litera- 
ture and letters of solicitation were sent. 

Gentlemen, we now have an organization of which we 
can be justly proud. Let us each see that we make the most 
of the possibilities which are open to an organization so strong 
as ours 

At our convention in Grand Rapids, last year, the Execu- 
tive Committee was authorized to publish this year a souvenir 
program of our convention. At the executive meeting in 
March the details of this matter were turned over to a com- 
mittee consisting of Mr. Sperry, Mr. Weber, Mr. Patterson 
and the Secretary, and the program, of which you all re- 
ceived a copy, was the result. The manufacturers and jpbbers 
assisted us loyally in this our first undertaking of the kind, 
and we have consequently been enabled to place a copy in the 
hands of every dealer in the state and make a handsome 
profit above all expenses. This has given us a substantial

sum for our treasury, and I am glad to say that the condition 
of our finances is now in better shape than they have been 
at any time since the Association was organized. 

[ will not attempt tq enlarge upon the volume of cor- 
respondence which has come to the Secretary's office during 
the past year, but the Treasurer's report of the money ex- 
pended for stamps will show you that it has been unusually 
heavy. I have tried to keep in touch with the members of 
the Association as closely as possible, for I realized that 
only by so doing could the members be kept informed as to 


what is being accomplished.

COMPLAINTS. 

We have received several complaints this year, and a brief 
reference to their character will enable our members to realize 
how these are handled and enable them to discuss and offer 
suggestions for the next Secretary which will be valuable to 


him. 

One of our members located in one of the larger cities 
filed a complaint recently against a jobber for selling goods 
to a contractor, who had up to that time purchased all his 
requirements in the hardware line through the retail stores. 
When this matter was brought to the attention of the jobber

in question, he assured us that he had no desire to go con- 
trary to the wishes of our Association; the bill in question 
had been sold through an error and he would not in future 
sell goods to this class of customers. He credited the re- 
tailer with a reasonable commission on the order which he 
had filled and the matter was then closed upon our books. 

Another jobber was complained against for selling goods 
to a concern operating a racket store, and his explanation 
that the order had been taken by a new man on the road and 
that the firm had no desire to sell to this class of trade, 
was accepted and no further complaints, I believe, will be 
made against this firm 

Two other complaints against various jobbers and manu- 
facturers for selling goods to this class of trade have been on 
our books for some time, and we have had ample reason to 
see that the jobbers and manufacturers are very anxious to 
protect the legitimate retailer against the ruinous competitior 
which is furnished by that class of stores which uses its hard- 
ware department as a leader to attract trade in other lines. 
It would not be policy for me to read any of these letters 
unless I read them all, but I can assure you that it is grati- 
fying to realize the consideration which is being given to 
the interests of our members by the majority of the manu- 
facturers and jobbers who do business in this state. 

Two complaints against manufacture1s outside of Michi- 
gan have been referred to the Sécretary of the National As- 
sociation, who has facilities for handling the same, that the 
Secretary of a State Association does not enjoy. Mr. Corey 
is very close to the manufacturers and jobbers, and will se- 
cure redress in such cases much more easily than we could 
hope to do. 

The handling of complaints has not been entirely devoid 
of humorous features during the past year. A hardware 
dealer who is not a member of this Association wrote to the 
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Secretary complaining that one of the largest stove companies 
» the country had sold a couple of stoves a few years 
previously to a general merchant located in a town where 
there was no hardware man. The dealer who made the com- 
plaint is located in a town several miles distant, and because 
our Asosciation did not immediately proceed to put the stove 
company out of business, this merchant has refused to join 
the Association, claiming that it does no good. This is an 
isolated case, and I merely mention it to show that we have 
all kinds of complaints to deal with, and are sometimes ex-

T. Frank Ireland of Belding delivered the following stir- 
ring address on the subject of “Our Friends.” 


OUR FRIENDS. 





Listen not to the complimentary words of friends, the 
pleasing and loving phrases of relatives. If you would know 
your own worth, cock your head to one side and try to hear 
the criticism of an enemy if you would know who and what 
you are. Hard knocks make us strong, and if we get enough 
of them, are often able to meet and overcome the “knocker.” 
Business to-day is hard, merciless and unyielding. 

The time was when the hardware retailer was of some 
consequence in his own and in the estimation of his friends. 
He paid long prices, settled when he pleased and ran his 
business or let it run itself, according to his own sweet will. 
But times have changed. This, we are told, isan age of com- 
mercialism, a day of strenuous life, when the disease “Ameri- 
canitis” is becoming common. Where is the easy-going hard- 











ware man of less than a quarter of a century ago? His 
lethargy all gone, his is now the best store in your town, he 
the leading man, the best merchant, the most progressive 
citizen. His business not conducted on the lines of his father 
or father-in-law, but twentieth century methods in every de- 
partment. 

Of late all our troubles have been laid at the door of 
the catalogue houses. Can we attribute this metamorphosis 
to them? Have they spurred us to the keener and better 
effort, or are we following the advice of a few jobbers and 
many manufacturers who have told us that the catalogue 
houses would not trouble us if we would only sweep our 
brains and our stores occasionally. Whatever it may be, 
there has been a change. All wish to take the credit of this 
change for the better. 

“T believe that Colonel Robert Ingersoll was one of the great- 
est benefactors in the cause of the advancement of religious 
thought that this age has produced.” This was the statement 
made by Morgan Wood at Powers Theatre in Grand Rapids 
about two weeks since. Then by way of explanation he 
added: “Colonel Ingersoll’s bitter attacks upon religion and 
geology called for vigorous defense. Men who had grown 
slothful in their religious thought began to think. Colonel 
Ingersoll’s attack acted as a stimulus.” So may it not be in 
the hardware business? Attacks from the outside have led 
us to more vigorous thought and action. Has it been the 
catalogue houses, the manufacturers, the jobbers or our- 
selves that has broken the spell of the past and allows us to 
look into a bright business future with hopeful eyes? 

Something over ten years ago, the hardware men of the 
middle west began to feel the competition of the large cata- 
logue houses of the cities. The matter was taken up in our 
associations, but with indifferent success. It was hard to get 
any one interested. 

At the meeting of the National Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation in Chicago in March, 1903, an invitation was read 
from the National Jobbers’ Association to meet with them and 
confer with them on this subject. The executive committees 
of both associations met in Philadelphia May 20 of that year. 

At first we felt a little suspicious of the jobbers, but the 
fact soon developed that we were both—the retailers and the 
jobbers—in the same predicament. The catalogue houses 
were firing their orders to the manufacturers, and they were 
shooting their goods to the consumer over the heads of the 
jobber and retailer, and we were not being hit by any of the 
profits. 

At the meeting in Philadelphia we, the retailers, found 
that the jobbers were with us. A better understanding was 
reached and work was mapped out. At the next meeting of 
the National Jobbers’ Association a catalogue house commit- 
tee was appointed, with Mr. S. Norvell of St. Louis chair- 
man, who' called a meeting in St. Louis in June, 1904. At 
this time was formed the joint wholesale and retail catalogue 
house committee, composed of the executive committee of the 
national retailers, the committee appointed by the national 
jobbers of the north and also certain members of the south 
ern jobbers. You know through the trade papers something 
of what has been accomplished by this committee. 

In. this work the retailers have done what they could, but 
to the jobbers belong a large share of the credit, for they 
have the power with the unruly manufacturer who persisted 
in selling anybody in sight. You know of the meeting of the 
joint committee in New York last November. You have 
been informed that over six hundred manufacturers refuse 
absolutely to sell the catalogue houses goods in any way 
You have heard that certain large jobbers, who formerly 
poured goods into the catalogue houses, will not now do 
business with them to the amount of one dollar. You know 
all this and know that it has been accomplished by the joint 
catalogue house committee backed up by the retailers and 
jobbers of the entire country, still you do not know of the 
letters written, the visits made, the time given, the thought 
and energy expended, the sacrifices made by the members of 
this committee to accomplish these gratifying results. 

A steady and efficient warfare is being waged. The fight 
has got so hot for some of the manufacturers that they wish 
to dodge the issue, and are trying to bring the matter of

“special brands” to the front. They see that they have suc- 
ceeded in getting themselves into trouble, and are now trying 
to throw dust to obscure the main point of contest. With 
makers selling the catalogue houses their factory brands to 
be used as leaders, the retailer and jobber must have “special 
brands.” The manufacturers seem to want to blame the job- 
ber and retailer for the birth of the “special brand,” when 
they themselves are its legitimate and willing parent. 

A few manufacturers have done much for us, many job- 
bers have done more, and it remains to be seen what we as 
retailers will do for ourselves. 

Every retailer should join his state association and do 
his best. Then as we reach the millenium of hardware re- 
tailing we may be able to decide who are and who are not 
“our friends.” 





In reply to an inquiry as to what effort is being made to 
defeat the Parcels Post Bill, the President called upon W. P 
Bogardus of Mt. Vernon, Ohio, who stated that, inasmuch as 
he had prepared an address to be delivered at the Thursday 
morning session which would treat upon this subject, he 
would prefer not to enlarge upon it at the present time, 
He took occasion to comment upon the enthusiasm which has 
been manifested by the delegates at all the Conventions of 
hardware men that he has attended during the past year and 
he felt that this was genuine enthusiasm and is playing an 
important part in working out the problems which are con- 
stantly coming before the Association. 

Upon motion of Mr. Ireland, the recommendations in 
cluded in the President’s Address were referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee and their report was made at the Executive 
Session Thursday afternoon. 

A paper upon “The History of Our Association” prepared 
by Mr. Weber of Detroit, was read by Mr. A. Harshaw of 
Delray. 


THE HISTORY OF OUR ASSOCIATION. 





Mr. President and Fellow Members of the Michigan Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association: 

This is the Eleventh Annual Convention of our organi- 
zation, and up to this time it has been my great privilege to 
attend them all. It was my purpose—and I was looking for- 
ward to it with pleasure—to be present with you now; to 
shake you by the hand, to renew old acquaintances and to 
address you personally on the subject which has been assigned 
to me. Misfortune, however, which destroys the fondest 
of hopes and the best laid plans, has stepped in and decreed 
that I shall not have the pleasure to mingle with you in 
Saginaw, enjoying your hospitality and extending to you mine 
Yet, while an unfortunate accident rendering me thoroughly 
unable, has confined me to my bed and made it impossible 
for me to be with you in person, I am nevertheless with you 
in soul and in spirit. 

The subject upon which you expect to hear from me (the 
history of our organization), is one to which I can hardly 
do justice from a bed of sickness, and while at first blush 
it may seem dry and easy, it becomes on closer investigation 
an interesting story of progress, fraught with examples of de- 
votion, of labor and of self-denial of the men who have 
contributed to its success. ° 

BIRTH. 

On July 9, 1895, a small coterie of men, numbering alto 
gether eighteen, representing nimeteen different hardware 
firms in the state of Michigan, gathered together at the Hotel 
Cadillac, and there in convention assembled, laid the founda- 
tion of the Michigan Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
To appreciate the importance of this step it is necessary that 
we have in mind the condition of the retail hardware trade 
prior to that time. There had been no previous effort at or- 
ganization; in fact the retail hardware business was still 
in a chaotic state; it was just emerging from its undeveloped 
and pristine state. The rapid growth and the activity of the 
department stores and mail order houses were retarding its 
development. Any united effort upon the part of those who 
made hardware their exclusive profession was necessary for 
the individuality and the life of that business. There was 
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no fellow-feeling among those engaged in the same trade. 
Friendships between rival dealers were practically unknown, 
and rivalry and competition in business often developed into 
feud. Obnoxious laws working hardships upon the merchant 
were upon the statute books, the repeal of which no indi- 
vidual alone could accomplish. The enactment of just laws 
on the subjects of Trust, Bankruptcy, Tariff, Interstate Com- 
merce, etc., in consonance with the progress of the times was 
necessary, of which an intelligent understanding could only 
be gained by an interchange of ideas of those in like busi- 
ness; trusts were forming among manufacturers, raising the 
prices to the consumer and cutting down the profits of the 
retailer, a condition which a merchant standing by himself 
alone could not combat. This was the situation when F. F. 
Carleton of Calumet issued the call for the first convention 
of our Association, and to him, who became its first presi- 
dent, and Mr. H. C. Minnie, of Eaton Rapids, the first sec- 
retary, mainly belongs the credit for this inception and the 
success of that first meeting. 

The others who were present and who om that account 
are worthy of mention are as follows:

These eighteen men, fired by the enthusiasm of the two 
leaders, took on the roll of missionaries and went out to 
preach the new doctrine, to gather others into the fold. At 
the adjourned meeting, which was held on February 12, 1896, 
in Saginaw, the membership had already increased to forty. 
A constitution and by-laws were then adopted, and the or- 
ganization completed. None who were present at that mem- 
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orable session will forget the rejoicing of the members and 
the open-hearted hospitality extended by our Saginaw breth- 
ren. 

DEVELOPMENT. 

The second convention was held at the Cadillac Hotel in 
Detroit on July 8, 1896. The roll of members had then run 
up to ninety-five. At this meeting an important innovation 
was made; papers on subjects of practical interest to hard- 
ware men were for the first time read and there members 
were, by an interchange of ideas and experiences, given the 
benefit of the latest and best thought along the lines of their 
own business. These papers awakened in the individual 
hardware merchant a lively interest in matters to which-he 
had given but little or no attention before, and they have 
become one of the important features of all our meetings. 
At this session I had the honor to be chosen as your presi- 
dent, and Mr. H. C. Minnie was continued as secretary. 

The third convention ‘took place at Battle Creek on July 
14, 1897. The members then numbered one hundred and 
thirty-one. The importance of the association was then al- 
ready apparent, and its influence had impressed itself upon 
the legislation of the state. At the previous convention, C. 
A. Harvey, of Saginaw, brought to the attention of the As- 
sociation the imperfect state of the lien law, affording little 
or no protection to the dealer, and it was resolved then to 
procure the passage of proper laws remedying the condition. 
In my address as president at the third annual convention, it 
was my privilege to call attention to the fact that due to the 
efforts of this Association and of its members, a fair and sat- 
isfactory lien law had been passed. At this meeting the late 
Charles F. Bock was elected as president, and Mr. H. C. Min- 
nie was again re-elected as secretary. Through the affability, 
untiring industry and energy of its president, the member- 
ship of this Association was, during the succeeding year, 
swelled to one hundred and seventy-nine. Mr. Bock was an 
indefatigable worker, spending his own time and money trav- 
eling through many sections of the state to promote the in- 
terests and the welfare of this organization, and the success 
which he achieved will live as a monument to his memory. 

The fourth convention was again held at Detroit on July 
13, 1808, and C. G. Jewett, of Howell, was made president, 
and H. C. Minnie was for the fourth time elected secretary. 
At the fifth convention, which again took place at Detroit on 
July 12, 1899, Mr. Henry W. Weber, of Bay City, was elected 
to the chair and F. H. Cozzens, of Detroit, became secretary, 
Mr. H. C. Minnie having declined a fifth term. During this 
administration delegates were sent to represent us and to take 
part in the formation at Chicago, Ill., of a national organiza- 
tion which has since become a power for good in the develop- 
ment of the hardware trade. 

The sixth convention gathered at Detroit on July 11, 1900, 
electing George W. Hubbard, of Flint, to the presidency, and 
re-electing F. H. Cozzens to his former positions. At this 
time the Association had again manifested its usefulness in 
procuring by its united strength the enactment of laws to meet 
the constantly changing and progressive condition of trade and 
commerce. The garnishment laws of this state had for many 
vears contained provisions which made it possible for a man 
of small or medium salary, drawing it weekly, to beat his 
creditors out of that portion thereof which should rightfully 
go to them. An amendment adjusting this condition to con- 
form with justice was vigorously opposed by a certain organ- 
ized element, and it would have been impossible for the mer- 
chant single-handed to combat against it. Concerted effort 
through the medium of this organization, however, finally 
succeeded in procuring a change in the law that is more nearly 
consistent with justice. 

The next three annual conventions were all held in the 
city of Detroit. At the seventh, H. C. Minnie, of Eaton 
Rapids, was elected president, and Fred H. Cozzens, secre- 
tary. At the eighth, Mf. T. F. Ireland, of Belding, was elect- 
ed president, and A. J. Scott secretary, and at the ninth, John 
Popp, of Saginaw, was elected President and A. J. Scott 
secretary. The tenth convention took place at Grand Rapids 
on August 10, 1904. The membership was then two hundred 
and twenty-four. J. B. Sperry, of Port Huron, was made 
president, and A. J. Scott, of Marine City, re-elected secre- 
















ary. During this vigorous and able administration, the most 
successful in the history of our Association, the membership 
has risen rapidly and in an unusual degree, so that at the 
present time the total number is 537. ' 

This growth has been so marvelous and could have. been 
attained only by the most tireless energy, that I hope the ap- 
preciation of this Association of the thoroughness and effi- 
ciency of its faithful officers will be happily demonstrated, and 
I propose right now that we give three cheers and a tiger for 
President Sperry and Secretary Scott. Their example is one 
to be emulated by all future officers. 

In conclusion, I congratulate you, my fellow-members, 
upon our organization, its worthy mission, its prosperity and 
the efficiency of its officers, and if we but guide our footsteps 
in the future by the light of the past, we cannot step amiss 
and then our power for good shall be accumulative and even 
greater success shall crown us in times to come. 

I thank you. 





On motion of George Leedle of Marshall, a vote of thanks 
was extended to Mr. Weber and to Mr. Ireland for prepar- 
ing the interesting papers which were read and also to Pres- 
ident Sperry and Secretary Scott for the work which they had 
done and the comprehensive reports which they had submitted. 

The questions of forming county associations throughout 
the state each of which should meet several times a year, was 
discussed at length, some of the members being in favor of 
it while C. A. Peck of Berlin, Wis., Secretary of the Wisconsin 
Association, expressed the opinion gathered from his expe- 
rience in that state that the cause of organization would be 
better served by bending every energy to increase the scope and 
effectiveness of the State Association as a body. Upon motion 
this matter was turned over to the committee on Constitution 
and By-Laws and the meeting then adjourned. 





THURSDAY MORNING. 


The Thursday morning session was called to order by 
President Sperry at 9:30. 

E. B. Standart of Holland, who was down for an address, 
selected “Loyalty” for his subject and read a most interest- 
ing paper, outlining the needs of the association, for the 
friendship and close co-operation of each and every one of the 
members. Different means for displaying this affection were 
analyzed. 

Commenting upon Mr. Standart’s remarks, Mr. Bogardus 
said that one of the best ways of showing loyalty to the 
hardware business and to the hardware associations was for 
each member to bring the other dealers in his town into 
closer relationship with each other. “If you have no local 
association,” said the speaker, “buy a can of oysters some 
night, get some good cigars and invite the other dealers to 
come over to your house and spend the evening. You can do 
more in a meeting of this kind to get the different dealers to 
working in harmony than by any other method.” 

Mr. Standart, again referring to his subject, stated that 
the hardware men of his city had been brought together in 
the manner suggested by Mr. Bogardus and now endeavor to 
conduct their businesses with due respect to the rights of the 
other de&lers in the town. 

Mr. Bogardus then delivered an address on: the subject 
of “Parcels Post,” which dealt with all phases of this im- 
portant question. He said: 


ADDRESS OF W. P. BOGARDUS. 





Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Michigan Hardware As- 
sociation : 

There is, perhaps, no question so vital to the retail trade, 
no matter what line it may be, as the question of Post Parcels. 
A question whose ramifications reach out to all lines of trade, 
and affect all kinds of retailers. 

And it is one of the questions that will not be settled until 
it is settled right. 

Theoretically Post Parcels is a dream of certain theorists 
who look on the government as a power organized for their 
protection and upbuilding, a power whose duty it is to care 
for their individual welfare and success. Forgetting that 
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the government under which we live is a political government 
devoted solely to the advancement of our political interests. 
Not in any way a businéss government established for the 
purpose of making money, but established for the purpose of 
protecting the political rights of the people, such as life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness. 
tion means that we depend on our government to help us 
make a living. 

Some may say that we do this when we ask for a tariff. 
But that is hardly fair, for tariffs are made for the country 
and not for individuals; for the development of industries 
that will add to our population by increasing the opportuni- 
ties for work, stimulating immigration, that our land may be 
tilled, our factories may resound with the busy hum of 
and the white 


To take any other posi- 


whirling wheels, our mines yield their wealth, 
wings of our commerce dot every sea. 

It is argued by some that the Parcels Post is for the 
greatest good of the greatest number, that the consumer will 
receive the benefit, and as they are the largest majority, there- 
fore the enlarged Post Parcels will be a national benefit. 

In the development of this idea it is proposed that all the

needs of the consumer shall be supplied by transportation 
facilities furnished hy the government, and so there will be 
no need of express service or other private means of trans- 
portation, for the government will assume the transportation 
of all goods and will take care of all of the commerce of the 
country. 

THE NEW SCHEME. 

The new scheme suggested by the postal reformers is 
under the plea that it is a movement of the Manufacturers’ 
Association of New York. 

In the furtherance of this project there has been issued 
and sent broadcast over the country a little folder, sometimes 
blue and sometimes green, purporting to come from the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of New York, who these manufac- 
turers are or who are the officers of the association, is not 
stated, urging those who receive the folders to sign their 
names to a portion of the folder and send it to their congress- 
men, and this is what they want sent: 

First—Letters and sealed packages at one cent per ounce 
or fraction. 

Second—All other mailable matter at a rate high enough 
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to direct the large bulk of merchandise to natural channels of 
distribution, but low enough to serve the useful purpose of a 
“Parcels Post.” 

In 1904 a measure was introduced into Congress by the 
Postal Reformers proposing to carry a pound for a nickel 
and eleven pounds for a quarter, and in favoring this law they 
argued as follows: 

“To the American to-day the most important department 
of public intelligence is the advertising department. 

The cent a pound publishers post makes this news available. 
Any attack on this service is an attack on every business 
advertiser in the publisher’s columns. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s proposed increase from one to four cents per pound 
in the tax on the circulation of the magazine press would 
not only do a grievous wrong to the publishers, and to tke 
reading public; it would seriously damage the business inter- 
ests of the cowxtry. This year in arguing for the two rates 
of postage they say: “The products of industry and agricul- 
ture follow the natural channels of distribution via the trans- 
portation lines to wholesaler and retailer. There is one ex- 
ception. The publishers of second-class matter have a special 
channel of distribution direct to the consumer, provided by 
Congress, namely, the United States mail. Their product is 
taken in bulk, without stamps, at one cent per pound, while 
the product of every other industry is compelled to pay 16 
cents per pound and stamp each package. The result is that 
67 per cent of the total of matter carried is of the second- 
class, which produces less than 4 per cent of the total revenue. 
The subsidy to publishers in second-class mail rates precludes 
the press from printing these facts. Last year it would be 
a grievous wrong to increase the tax to the publishers. This 
year they demand equitable laws that will do away with “the 
waste and abusé” that prevails “under the laws now oper- 
ative.” 

THE PRESS IS NECESSARY. 

To class magazines and newspapers as mere merchandise 
is neither fair or true. 

The standing of our country among the nations of the 
world is largely due to the facilities we have enjoyed to 
gain knowledge and information by the almost universal 
distribution of the newspaper and magazine that comes daily, 
weekly and monthly to our homes. 

The disclosure of the gigantic municipal corruption that 
has disgraced our large cities; the story of the mighty frauds 
that have been perpetrated by great combinations and trusts, 
that have robbed the public’ and defied the laws; the history 
of the great financial transactions that when brought to light 
have been found to reek with bribery, to be stained with 
perjury, and “robbery of the innocent, and the consequent 
awakening of the public to make an indignant demand for a 
clearing out of the Aegean’ stables of municipal corruption, 
the regulation of the combinations and trusts, the complete 
investigation of financial transactions to the end that a thor- 
ough knowledge of these things would make it possible to 
apply remedies, so that the public might be more thoroughly 
protected and their interests better conserved. Shall the 
‘tory of the great inventions that have made living more 
vleasant and homes more comfortable; the record of the great 
triumphs in science and literature and art be classed as mer- 
chandise to be shipped through the mails at the same rates 
as a spool of cotton or a bar of soap? 

The proposed plan is unreasonable, for with one cent 
postage on letters and only one other class of mail matter our 
mails would be burdened with such an amount at so unprofit- 
able rates as to seriously cripple the entire system. Besides 
there is no equity in sending merchandise a long and short 
distance at the same price. It costs more to send merchandise 
a thousand miles than it costs to send it one. Now if that is 
true, then the act of the government carrying any merchan- 
dise in the mails is radically wrong. It is not fair to charge 
no more for a long haul than a short one, for the long haul 
gets transportation for less than it is worth. It is not just 
to the short haul to pay as much as for the long haul, for 
then the charge is excessive. It is not equity for an average 
to be struck between the cost of the long and short hauls, for 
then some are favored at the expense of the others. 





PARCELS POST A DELUSION. 


To carry out the proposed modification of the postal laws 
would result in throwing the large majority of retail trade 
to the large cities. But, says the advocate of the new ways, 
“See what low prices the consumer will get.” Is it always 
profitable for the consumer to get the lowest prices. Does 
not the consumer pay too much, no matter what the price, 
when he destroys his home market? 

Does the consumer gain anything when he sends his 
money away from home; when he has no selection of the 
goods he buys; when he has to take what is sent him, whether 
it pleases him or not? - When he contributes to the wealth of 
great city stores, who never in any way help him to bear the 
burden of his taxes; who are interested in none of his home 
improvements. Who add in no way to the tax duplicate of 
his community. Who never buy any of his products, and so 
keep the money he had paid out in circulation in the com- 
munity where he lives, but are ever a drain on his resources. 
Do you say that the low prices given the consumer will com- 
pensate for all these-drawbacks? Will the enlarged Post 
Parcels be a good thing for this country if the results. follow 
as they have followed in other countries where it has been 
thoroughly tried in the concentration of business in the large 
cities? Is there any business sense in the government under- 
taking to carry merchandise at five cents per pound through 
the mails when it costs sixteen cents per pound for trans- 
portation, and the other necessary expenses- for handling? 
Can we endorse any line of action on the part of the govern- 
ment that looks to its entering into active competition with the 
citizens in business enterprises? 

Post Parcels is a delusion, the scheme of radical men 
who look to countries governed by monarchs and kings for 
their inspiration, and who are willing to have our government 
supply our wants and minister to our comfort. It is not favor 
that we want, but a fair chamce to earn an honest living in 
competition with our fellows. 


The opportunity to discuss the merits of pending postal 
legislation was then taken advantage of and a thorough dis- 
cussion of the subject was indulged in. Delegates Bielby, 
Truax, Harshaw and Currie took part. M. M. Callaghan of 
Reed City fearlessly announced that he favored the passage 
of the proposed parcels post bill and gave his reasons there- 
for, but after the matter had been canvassed at length and 
Mr. Corey, secretary of the national association, had ex- 
plained certain results which would follow the passage of this 
bill, Mr. Callaghan acknowledged that he had expressed his 
approval more for the purpose of exciting a discussion of 
the subject than anything else. The consensus of opinion 
among the delegates was that while the government through 
its postoffice department is justified in incurring a deficit if 


_ that be necessary in order to facilitate the dissemination of 


news through newspapers and magazines, it is not justified 
in entering the merchgndise business by carrying parcels at a 
low rate and by so doing ‘place a heavy expense upor the 
country and at the same time enter into competition with the 
thousands of retail merchants in the United States for the 
benefit of a few large corporations located in the big cities. 

Mr. Bogardus offered a resolution protesting against the 
passage of the parcels post bill, and this resolution was, at 
the suggestién of Mr. Harshaw, referred to the committee on 
resolutions. 

W. P. Lewis of New Albany, Ind., then read a most ex- 
cellent paper on the subject of “Mutual Fire Insurance.” 

Mr. A. T. Stebbins of Rochester, Minn., then gave a 
comprehensive talk on the history of mutual fire insurance in 
his state. He believed that the fact that the Minnesota asso- 
ciation had grown to four times the size which it was six 
years ago was largely attributable to the mutual insurance 
feature in connection’ with the association. He also gave 
some valuable ideas on the formation of country associations 
of retail merchants, and stated that in his county such an 
association is being successfully operated, not the least of the 
benefits of which was the establishment of a reliable credit 
system. He said that his country was not different from any 
other so far as the opportunities for carrying on such an 
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association were concerned, and he recommended that the 
dealers throughout Michigan give this matter careful consid- 
eration and follow out the ideas which are being employed 
so satisfactorily in Minnesota. 

Cc. A. Peck of Berlin, Wis., also referred to the growth 
of the mutual insurance and said in part: 


C. A. PECK’S REMARKS. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Michigan Hardware As- 
sociation : 

I thank you for the honor you have done me in asking 
me to address you at this time, and while I desire to say 
something along the line of association work, and possibly 
may, before I finish, I see that your committee have assigned 
to me the matter of fire insurance. 

It certainly is a growing subject, and taken in connection 
with the hardware fire insurance companies which have been 
organized within the recent past, is a matter that we all are. 
or ought to be, interested m, for I take it for granted that 
the most of us are not in business for our health, but to make 


i

some of the filthy lucre floating around us, with some in- 
flood torrents, and with others in a small trickling stream. 

The record of all mutual companies has not been of the 
best in the past, but I think in every case of failure it has 
been because they were too much disposed to try and protect 
their patrons with wind, instead of dollars, and all those com- 
panies whoxhave collected a reasonable premium and man- 
aged their affairs in a just and economical manner, have not 
failed to score a great success. I can speak more definitely 
about our own Wisconsin company, which has been running 
only about sixteen months, has written over $900,000.00 of 
insurance, suffered but $2,726.00 of losses, collected $15,054.00 
in premiums, dividing back 20 per cent of all policies expiring 
during 1905, and a more than reasonable show that the divi- 
dend for this year’s work will be at least 30 per cent, with a 
handsome surplus to be carried to the reserve fund. 

I think it is the policy of our directors to declare back 
the full surplus as soon as a reserve fund of safe proportions 
has been accumulated. 

The reasons for this apparent success do not have to be 
long searched for, principal among which I would name, 
‘smallest minimum expense,” as we pay no commissions and 
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have but one salaried officer, with an assistant, “no ratings,” 
as we use old-line companies rates, “a preferred class of 
risks,” as hardware stocks are a much better risk than livery 
stables, bakeries and dry goods stores. A “preferred class of 
patrons,’ for while I have a good word for all hardware 
dealers, one who is doing a losing business or is desirous 
of selling out, will not be very apt to belong to your State 
Association, and that is one of our most stringent rules, that 
an applicant must belong to his State Association, hence we 
have no risks in New Jersey, that state never having formed 
a state association. 

In regard to liability, I would say that for one I have 
been too long in legitimate business to endeavor at this late 
day to foist upon any one any gold brick scheme, but believe 
the whole business is founded on strict business ability and 
good common sense, for reasons before stated. 

In regard to liability of our patrons, I would say that 
we are organized under a special act of Wisconsin legisla- 


‘ture which limits the liability of the assure to a possible 


assessment of three times his annual premium, if the exigency 
should arise, which to my mind seems very much like saying, 
if your aunt had been a man, she would have been your uncle. 

Perseverance will almost.always win out, not always, for 
a hen may sit on a porcelain egg, with all the perseverance 
imaginable, but will mever inaugurate a very large hennery, 
but I am satisfied that we have hold of the right end of the 
string to bring about a much lower rate of insurance than we 
are now paying. If any of you see any holes in this skimmer, 
that i do not, I shall be at liberty after dinner to have them 
pointed out to me and will not think you impertinent if you 
attempt to do so. 


A. R. Sale, secretary of the Iowa association, also en- 
larged upon the subject of mutual fire insurance and told of 
the success that has followed the efforts of the Iowa dealers 
since their mutual.company was organized. 

The meeting then adjourned until 2 p. m. 





THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 


Immediately after calling the meeting to order at 2 p. m 
the president called for the report of the credential commit- 
tee. This committee reported that there were 254 delegates 
eligible to be seated and this report was accepted. 

The committee on constitution and by-laws reported as 
follows: 

“We recommend that section 1 of the constitution and 
by-laws: be amended by striking out the word ‘dealers,’’ mak 
ing this section read: “The name of this association shall be 
the Michigan Retail Hardware Association.’ 

“We would further recommend that the members of the 
state association form themselves into local, county or dis- 
trict associations and do all in their power to interest and se 
cure a membership of non-members to the state association 
and local associations: We believe that it would not at this 
time be practicable for the state organization as a body to 
take up the said work, but would recommend that printed 
matter and circulars be prepared setting forth the advantages 
and benefits to be derived from local organizations and that 
the same be distributed among all the hardware dealers in the 
state.” 

This report was adopted. 

The finance committee recommended that the salary of 
the secretary be increased and after some discussion of the 
subject, in which all who spoke paid high tribute to the eff 
cient work of Secretary A. J. Scott, a substantial increase in 
salary was voted. 

The auditing committee reported that they carefully ex 
amined the books of the secretary and treasurer and found 
them to be correct. 

M. L. Corey, secretary of the national association, then 
took charge of the question box and before submitting vari 
ous questions which had been suggested to him for discus- 
sion he took occasion to refer to the series of cartoons which 
is being run in the “National Bulletin.” Plates of these car- 
toons could be secured for a nominal sum, and he suggested 
that one dealer from every town in the state secure electros 
of these cartoons and see that they are used in the local 
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papers. He felt that this would be an excellent way to place 
some important truths in the hands of the farmers. 

Under the head of “Question Box” a great many inter- 
esting subjects were broached and a free discussion of such 
questions as “Mutual Fire Insurance,” “Cash System in the 
Hardware Business,” “Expense of Doing Business” and sim- 
ilar matters was indulged in. 

The question of creating a demand by the manufacturer 
was enlarged upon by several delegates, the preponderance of 
opinion being that many manufacturers would secure better 
results by directing more of their advertising to the dealer 
than by overlooking the retailer and trying to create the de- 
mand from the consumer. If the retailer is given the proper 
encouragement, good treatment and reasonable profit he can 
push the new line and create a better demand than can be 
built up in any other way. 

Mr. Corey elicited the promise from a majority of those 
present that they would occasionally send to him any new 
ideas or circulars ‘which they might employ, so that he might 
pick out any that were valuable and let the dealers in other 
states know what is being done in Michigan. 

Considerable time was devoted to the consideration of

the “special brands” question and it was shown that the 
majority preferred to handle manufacturers’ brands whenever 
possible. 

At the close of the time allotted to the “Question Box” 
Mr. Corey was given a royal three cheers and a tiger for the 
able manner in which he had conducted this feature of the 
program. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


The resolution committee then offered the following re- 
port: 

“(1) We extend our thanks to the hotel management for 
their courtesies. and their efforts in entertaining our associa- 
tion; also the salesmen, jobbers, manufacturers and the local 
association of Saginaw for their untiring cfforts in contribut- 
ing their share to make this the most successful meeting in 
the history of this association. 

“(2) We further thank the national association officers 
and state association officers for visiting us from other states, 
for their interest and co-operation rendered during this con- 
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vention, and we wish to recognize at this time the excellent 
work done by the wholesale and retail hardware joint cata- 
logue house committee. 

“(3) We regret the passing away of our fellow members, 
the late J. W. Jochim of Ishpeming, Otis Taylor of Port 
Huron and E. F. Platt of St. Joseph, and that we will miss 
them from our association gatherings. 

“(4) That we adopt an association insignia designed with 
the inscription ‘Member of the Michigan Retail Hardware 
Association,’ to be used on stationery, and that the secretary’s 
office issue a number to each member which shall appear 
upon such stationery, so that no advantage may be taken by 
unscrupulous dealers. 

“(s) Whereas it is stated in the report of the postmas- 
ter general that there is a deficit for the year ending June 30, 
1905, of over $15,000,000 in his department, and whereas it is 
not wise on the part of the government to engage in experi- 
ments that from past experience will result in deficits, there- 
fore be it resolved by the Michigan Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation that we notify our representatives in congress and 
senators that we are opposed to all legislation looking to the 
establishment of any post parcels laws and advising them that 
as their constituents we request and urge them to vote against 
any such measures and use their influence to defeat the 
enactment of any such laws. 

“(6) Last but not least we are having a good time and 
expect to continue having a good time and to buy all the 
goods we can from the jobbers and manufacturers who are 
helping us in our cause.” 


The nominating committee then submitted the following 
names for the various offices for the next year: 

President—J. H. Whitney of Merrill. 

Vice president—E. B. Standart of Holland. 

Secretary—Arthur J. Scott of Marine City. 

Treasurer—Henry C. Weber of Detroit. 

Executive committee for two years—J. B. Sperry of Port 
Huron, T. Frank Ireland of Belding, C. M. Alden of Grand 
Rapids, J. H. Murray of Cadillac, and George P. Griffin of 
Albion. 

This report was adopted and on motion the secretary was 
instructed to cast the unanimous ballot of the convention for 
these nominees. This was done and the above list of offi- 
cers was declared duly elected. 

The new president was escorted to the chair and he 
thanked the association for the honor conferred upon him. 
He assured them that he would do everything that he could 
to further the interests of the association. 

Mr. Standart thanked the association, as did also Secre- 
tary Scott, who was elected to the office of secretary for the 
fourth successive term. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Winchester of Jackson a com- 
mittee of two, consisting of A. Harshaw of Delray and J. H. 
Temmink of Greenville, was appointed to prepare a suitable 
resolution of thanks for the work which the officers had done 
during the past year. This committee offered the following 
resolution : 

“Whereas our officers for the past year have been untir- 
ing in their efforts to increase the membership of our asso- 
ciation and placed the Michigan Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion in the front rank, the credit for which is largely due to 
the. earnest efforts of our retiring president, therefore be it 

“Resolved that we hereby extend to Mr. J. B. Sperry our 
sincere and heartfelt thanks for his labors and efficient serv- 
ice during his term of office.” 

A vote of thanks to Secretary Arthur J. Scott was also 
extended and he was given three rousing cheers and a tiger. 

Letters of invitation were then read from Mayor Codd of 
Detroit, President C. F. Bielman of the Detroit Board of 
Commerce and also from the Detroit Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association to hold the convention in Detroit next year. 

On motion, this invitation was unanimously accepted and 
the convention will be held in Detroit on August 8 and 9, 
1906. 

A vote of thanks was extended to W. D. Anderson for 
the excellent work which he has done during the past year as 
solicitor for the association. 

Mr. Corey took the floor for a few moments and in a 















few very stirring words congratulated the association upon 
the magnificent showing which it had made since its last 
convention. He said that Michigan had never wavered in 
its loyalty to the national association and that the officers of 
the latter regarded this association as one of its principal 
strongholds. He urged the delegates to return to their homes 
and take with them the enthusiasm which they had shown at 
their meetings and to come to the next meeting in Detroit 
each with a new member for the association. 

The meeting then adjourned to the outside of the hall, 
where a group photograph of the delegates was taken. , 

In the evening about s00 delegates and camp followers 
attended a Dutch lunch and vaudeville show given at the 


Germania gardens by the jobbers, manufacturers and travel- © 


ing men, one of the pleasing featrues of the evening being the 
presentation to Secretary Scott of a handsome gold handled 
umbrella suitably engraved. This was given as a token of 
the esteem in which Mr. Scott is held by the traveling men 
who were in attendance at the meetings. 





ag FRIDAY. 


The entire program for Friday, the last day of the con- 
vention, was turned over to a committee of salesmen, of which 
T. J. Furlong, St. Ignace, was chairman. An attractive pro- 
gram was provided and the scheme was voted a pronounced 
success, serving asa fitting climax for the most successful 
meeting ever held by this prosperous association.

In reply to the request of Mr. Frank Richardson, 
Salina, Kans., we insert the following problem: How 
to lay out a tapering flange to fit a ventilator whose 
base is a circle. 

In the illustration, Fig. 1 is the elevation of the 
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ventilator. The tapering flange is indicated by A-B 
placed at half-pitch. To obtain the pattern continue 
the line B-A to intersect the line drawn through cen- 
ter of ventilator at O. Take the distance O-B in the 
dividers and describe the segment of a circle, as shown 
in Fig. 2; also take distance O-A and describe the in- 
side curve Fig. 2. From point B on line O-B meas- 








sure to E one-half the circumference of base of flange, 
and from B to F measure the other half. Draw lines 
to the center O, from E and F cutting inner curve in 
points C and D. 
COMPLETING PATTERN.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The demand for pig iron has again fallen to very 
slight proportions. Moreover, there is little indication 
of any improvement during the next two or three 
weeks. The requirements of buyers are filled for the 
third quarter and interest is now centered in the more 
finished productions. There are a number of difficul- 
ties besetting the production of iron, including labor 
difficulties, in the South and the usual scarcity of cars 
during the harvesting season. These difficulties come 
at a very opportune time, if the interest of the iron 
market is to be considered. Buying is light and the 
requirements of buyers are few. Numerous com- 
plaints because of slow deliveries are being made, but 
it is evident that the local furnaces are amply able to 
take care of such tonnage as the Southern interests 
cannot handle. 

The production of pig iron during the month of 
July is somewhat lower than that of June. This de- 
crease in the production was expected and by most 
people was welcomed. The decrease was not so 
notable as was anticipated, but the decline was uni- 
form in all districts and for all qualities. During 
July a little over seventy-five per cent of the total 
number of furnaces were in activity. During June, 
the number reached almost eighty per cent. During 
July more than one million seven hundred thousand 
tons of pig iron was produced, a little more than one 
hundred thousand tons less than the production dur- 
ing June. 

The invasion of Ohio irons has been a disturbing 
factor in the local market. These furnaces are mak- 
ing prices low enough to compete with Northern coke 
foundry No. 2, at $16.25 per ton, after freights rang- 
ing from $1.60 to $2.30 a ton have been paid. ‘The 
general tone of the market is a trifle weaker than 
for several days, but it can still be classified as strong. 

A shortage of structural steel is threatened in sev- 
eral sections of the country, either because of the 
insatiable demand or because of labor trouble. Sta- 
tistics from about twenty large business centers would 
seem to indicate that the amount of building through- 
out the entire country will show an increase of at least 
twenty-five per cent over that of last year. It is esti- 
mated that the building enterprises undertaken during 
July in Chicago are higher by fifty-five per cent than 
the corresponding month last year. The shortage in 
Cleveland is holding up several extensive constructive 
operations, pending the ability of buyers to get ma- 
terial. The big steel makers of Ohio will not promise 
it is said a ton of material on new orders before Jan- 
uary Ist. Eastern mills are said to be in a better 
shape, but the building operations in New York city 
are going on at a wonderful rate. 

Another strong feature of the local and other mar- 
kets is the bettered demand for iron bars. At the 
present time this material is stronger than for several 
months. Bar iron is now generally held at 1.60c 
Chicago. In the East the mills have the biggest 


collection of orders of any time in the history of the 
trade. Buyers contested prices for awhile, but it is 
evident that they are now fearful of another advance. 
The specifications on steel bars are still very heavy. 

The buying on sheets is heavier than last week, 
but prices are still ragged, although there is evidence 
of some stiffening. A good-sized inquiry brings out 
a range of prices quite astonishing. 


PIG IRON. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., pig iron merchants, will say 
in their weekly report: 

The volume of the week’s business has been equal to that 
preceding, and the market, while quiet, is characterized by 
strength. It appears that recent generous buying has cov- 
ered in a great measure consumers’ wants for the third quar- 
ter, and some, of course, through the last half. Furnace order 
books are well filled, and at the present writing prices are 
holding firmly at the advanced levels, with no attempt on part 
of southern furnaces to ask more than $12 Birmingham for 
No. 2. 

There is a more open policy being manifest by buyers, as 
they seem to realize that the time for bottom prices is past, 
and they are more willing to come into the market and buy 
supplies, without the difficulty in arriving at amicable price 
which has been so much in evidence in the past. Trouble in 
obtaining sufficient equipment to move iron and coke is be- 
ginning to make itself felt, as is always the case about this 
time of the year when the physical demands made on rail- 
roads by the harvests of the West take precedent over all else. 

There has been some talk about the United States Steel 
Corporation making one of their periodic purchases of Besse- 
mer iron. There is a possibility that this will be done in Sep- 
tember, as it appears they will need some before long. 

The report of a strike order issued against the American 
Bridge Co. will, if effectual, serve to decrease the activity 
which has been on for several months in structural work, but 
at the present writing it is too early to say just how effective 
this order will be made. 

A note of the satisfactory nature of general trade condi- 
tions is sounded in the report of bank clearings for the month 
of July. In ninety-four leading cities of the country there is 
a gain of 25.2 per cent over July of a year ago, and a gain 
of 6.3 per cent over the largest July total heretofore recorded; 
that of 1902. With clearings of $10,803,433,222, it is the 
seventh successful total this year running into eleven figures, 
exceeding that of any preceding July in the country’s history, 
while the seven months’ total exceeds all previous years so 


- far. While the heaviest gain is in New York City, due to the 


activity in stock speculation, it is noted that the gain in July 
outside of the metropolis is fully equal to the average for the 
seven months, indicating the maintenance of the general busi- 
ness of the country at the highest point reached in mid-sum- 
mer. 

Coke continues active and the demand is good. Prices are 
without change, and a number of furnace contracts are pend- 
ing. 





Matthew Addy & Company, pig iron merchants, 
will say in their weekly report: 


The tremendous buying movement in July left the great 
majority of consumers covered for their pig iron wants for 
the immediate future. It seemed last month as if every ton 
of iron that was going to be used during the coming quarter 
had been purchased. Therefore the present brisk movement 
in pig iron is surprising. The fact that there is a fair buying 
right along of small lots with which to fill in, and of larger 
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lots for forward shipment, testifies.to the general excellence 
of busimess conditions. The largest sale made this weekgwas 
15,000 tons southern steel making iron. This order calls for 
delivery a considerable time ahead: From this order there 
have been various transactions all the way down to carload 
lots. ; 

Nothing special’ has been doing in coke, although by this 
we do not mean ‘that trade has been stagnant. One or two 
deeent- lots of furnace coke have been bought, but beyond 
that the trade has been confined to mostly carload business. 

This is the era of good feeling. Consumers are satisfied ; 
they have got a fine lot of business on their books and con- 
ditions. ahead of them are promising... They have been able 
to buy their pig iron at reasonable prices, and have bought 
generously. Sellers, on the other hand, have their order 
books ‘well filled, and pig iron, after three months of going 
down, sharply-rallied and has made a substantial advance, 
with fine prospects for keeping up the good work. Iron is 
being shipped now as fast as it is made, and furnace yards 
are being rapidly emptied. So altogether both sides of the 
house feel satisfied.

The good crop outlook bids fair to help everything along 
in the steel line. The mills are filling up with business, and 
it is likely that there will be a good fall trade. Pig tin being 
up to 33c has advanced the prices on solder considerably, and 
the sheet copper is also considerably stronger, owing to the 
advance on raw copper. There has been no decided change 
in prices.
